31 BODIES TAKEN 


FROM NO. 2 MINE 


Only Eighteen of Number 
Removed 
After Castle Gate. Utah, Horror, 
Are Identified 


BLAZE NOT EXTINGUISHED 


As Soon as Fire is Put out, Officials 
Believe They Can Reach The 
Death Trap

from No. 2 mine of the Ftah

Company’s coal mine number 2 when 
a «lust «^plosion wrecked the work­ 
ings Saturday were expected to 
be 
found alive this morning as rescue 
workers p« net rated the galeries where 
the body» were ion ml. 
Fight bodies were removed 
from 
flu* first galleries yesterday. All were 
badly battered and burned from the 
blast and subsequent fire. 
Mine experts sui<! there was prac­ 
tically no chance that anybody could 
h<* alive in the 
stifling 
gas 
filled 
chambers. 
Twenty other liodies were sighted 
in a tunnel 
'till 
inaccessible 
as 
workers bored in to the mas> of deb­ 
ris choking tin* passageways. 
Fire and deadly gasscs hampered 
the relief efforts yesterday, but the 
flames finally were extinguished la-t 
night and rescue 
squads 
equipped 
with gas helmets made their way into 
the tunnels. 


It was believed the levels where the 
main body of the entombed men were 
at work might be reached today. 


One rescue w’orker died from in­ 
haling deadly gas fumes last night. 


G«»vemor Mabie has arrived from 
Salt Lake C ity with members of the 
industrial commission to inspect the 
disaster and offer any additional aid 
needed. 


As soon as the blaze 
is 
extin­ 
guished, officials believe they will be 
able to reach the position where the 
miners were working at the time they 
were trapped by a series of blasts. 


O f the seven bodie- recovered near 
the entrance to thy mine, five have 
been identified. All were married men 
with families. Two other bodies were 
so badly mutilated that they could 
not be identified. 


Governor Mabie who arrived cn the 
scene last night, offered all the aid 
and assistance within the power of

Smiling broadly, 
Denby greeted each one with a chee­ 
ry word and a handclasp. 
The oc­ 
casion was robbed of any solemnity 
by 
the U. 
S. Marine band which 
played lively aires. 


Then Denby with a wave of his 
hand to his former associates« turn­ 
ed into the office of Theodore, Roos­ 
evelt to make the final transfer to 
him of the navy’s affairs. 


Denby then called on Pres. Coo- 


lidge at the White House, officially 


to hid his <*hief goodbye.
